movement in Great Britain on behalf of the Times. Dr. Shadwell, who 
toured the industrial areas searching for the causes and tendencies of the 
prevailing unrest, says that the ferment of revolution is tmdcubtedly work: 
ing in the hearts of a number of|| people, of which exemplars exist every- 
Tewhere who would’ “‘get vp a revolution in heaven,” but in Britain these 
‘comparativély few aré powerless owing to the absence of material on which 
to work. He says that Bolshevism is essentially international, depending on 
external propaganda for existence.’ Consequently there is a tendency ‘to 
discern the band of Moscow in any British. revolutionary, manifestation, but 
this is the mistake Bolshevism made. The idea of revolution is familiar 
bot its infiuence-is steadily waning. Indeed ‘opinion is hardening against 
Moscow's dictatorial tenets which are abhorrent to the British temperament.
